Fire which ca used a loss Wednes­ 
da y night of a pproxima tely $1,200 
destroyed the ena meling depa rtment 
of the White Wood Products Com­ 
pa ny a t Crothersville, a nd for a time 
threa tened the destruction of the en­ 
tire fa ctory which is one of the lea d­ 
ing industries of the town. 
The loss 
is believed to be fully covered by 
insura nce, a lthough fina l a ccounting 
of the da ma ge ha s not been complet­ 
ed. 
The ena meling depa rtment is 
loca ted in a room sepa ra ted from the 
ma in fa ctory by a hea vy brick wa ll 
a nd tin1 pla nt wa s doubtless sa ved 
by a hea vy boiler pla te which wa s 
pla ced in front of the big 
double 
doors in the pa rtition. 
On a ccount of rush 
orders 
the 
ena meling depa rtment ha s been oper­ 
a ted a t night. 
The fla mes broke out 
a bout 7 o’clock when a la ntern ca r­ 
ried by one of the workmen broke 
a nd bounced into a big iron ten-ga l­ 
lon ta nk conta ining ena mel. 
The oil 
quickly ignited a nd the room wa s 
soon filled with fla mes which rea ch­ 
ed a qua ntity of wood filler which 
a lso conta ined a big per cent, of oil. 
Beca use of the recent hea vy fire 
losses in the town, the town hoa rd 
purcha sed a cueiujca l fire extinguish­ 
er which wa s used for the first time 
Wednesda y night. 
With the chem­ 
ica l the hot coa ls a nd ember- which 
fell on the roof of the ma in fa ctory 
were extinguished a nd the fire wa - 
kcpt under control. 
A bucket bri­ 
ga de wa s a lso orga nized 
by 
the 
townspeople a nd scores of men 
p a s s ­ 
ed buckets of wa ter from the street 
to the roof. 
When the ta nk of ena mel ignited 
the workmen ga ve the a la rm a nd then 
directed their efforts to extinguish­ 
ing the fire before it rea ched other 
infla mma ble ma teria l but were un­ 
successful. 
A big lid wa s thrown 
on top of the ta nk in a n endea vor to 
smother out the fla mes Iwit despite 
the work of the employes of the de­ 
pa rtment the fire sprea d to other ma ­ 
teria l a nd it wa s soon a ppa rent tha t 
the depa rtment wa s doomed. 
Effort 
wa s then centered upon the ta sk of 
sa ving the ma in fa ctory. 
The White Wood Products Com­ 
pa ny is owned by E. W. White a nd 
his two sons, H. B. White a nd II. C. 
White. 
The fa ctory ma nufa cturers 
ha ndles for buckets, boilers a nd oth­ 
er simila r conta iners. 
The pla nt lia s 
enjoyed a growing business since its 
orga niza tion. 
IT. C. White sta ted this a fternoon 
tha t the ena meling depa rtment wa s 
pra ctica lly in ruins. 
Ife sa id tha t 
the ma chinery a nd equipment there 
ha d been burned a nd tha t the big 
concrete ovens were so ba dly cra ck­ 
ed by the hea t tha t they could not 
be used. 
As soon a s a n a djustment 
is ma de with the insura nce compa ny 
the owners of the pla nt will begin 
to rebuilt the depa rtment so tha t the 
orders on ha nds ca n be filled prompt­ 
ly* 
A second fire occurred a t Croth­ 
ersville during the 
night 
when 
a 
wood shed on the property owned by 
S. Applega te wa s da ma ged. The loss 
wa s sma ll. 
The dwelling on the lot 
is occupied by Mr. a nd Mrs. Henry 
Ha uck. 
Their child is quite ill a nd 
during the night they kept a roa ring 
fire in the stove. 
It is supposed tha t 
a spa rk from the chimney fell on the 
roof of the woodshed. 
The fla mes 
were discovered when 
Mr. 
Ha uck 
a rose to look a fter the sick child. 
The a la rm wa s 
sounded 
a nd the 
fla mes were soon extinguished.
